Before rebel: General Francisco

Eulatie sald her jewels must have 
shared the fate of the Spanish fold 
despite the statement of the Spanish 
Republican Government three years 
ngo when the jewels were found that 
they were carefully carmarkged for 
delivery to her “as soon as possible.’ 


TRANSFERRED TO BANK

The daughter of Queen Isabella TI 
of Spaln was in France during the 
World War, In the summer of 1018 
when Paris waa in danger of falling 
before the German drive, they}:
